DOMINION AND PROVINCES. 


If Premier McBride and the members 
of his government are really ^anxious to 
reach a settlement with the Do min ion 
administration upon the subject of Juris¬ 
diction over the fisheries, now would ap¬ 
pear to be the time for them to act. As 
we pointed out we me -tinfe ago, certain of 
the other provinces are moving iu the 
matter. A dispatch from Ottawa says 
^Premier Twee d ie and ‘ Attorne y-Gener al. 
PagSlcy of New Brunswick are fa town, 
and expect to see a case submitted to 
the Supreme Court at the present term 
to determine whether the Maritime prov¬ 
inces are entitled to a share in the Hali¬ 
fax award, and also td obtaiu a clearer 
exposition of the rights -of the provinces- 
hi .regard to the fisheries. It has been 
iiekl that the provinces arc emp owered 
to issne fishing license* and to collect a 
fee, but the power to regulate is Tested 
in tbp Dominion, which is also free to 
issue license#. The Dominion likewise 
fixes the close seasous, sad also the de¬ 
vices to be used ill tbs capture of fish. 
On account of the ambiguity of the Judg¬ 
ment u* the Privy CoatiHl Some of the 
provinces are appreheusive that a clash 
of jurisdiction may occur. Premier 
Tweed ie says he would favor handing 
over die control of the sea coast fisher 
iea to the Dominion, in return for the 
payment of a rental by the latter to the 
provinces. The .Dominion has cruisers , 
and all the other machinery for the en¬ 
forcement of the law, and could better 
look after the sea coast fisheries than 
could the provinces. It is scarcely to be 
expected that the McBride government 
will acquiesce in the views of Mr. 
Tweedic. The local administration can 
hardly be expected to believe that any 
food thing can come oat of a government 
auch as that of Sic Wilfrid Laurier, and 
to surrender any of the rights. 00 mat¬ 
ter how doubtful, to a mere Grit admin¬ 
istration, is oat of the question* Never¬ 
theless we consider It well to mice mo r e 
call the atteotiou of the Premier to the 
fact the Dornjuiop appears to be 

willing te reach a settlement. We think, 
•nd we know the majority of the elec¬ 
tors of British Colombia also think, that 
there are matters of snch moment await¬ 
ing the judgment of the able men in Mc¬ 
Bride’s cabinet -as will apply a very 
••▼ere teat to their capacity, their patri¬ 
otism and their honesty. If them be any 
possibility of them reaching such an un¬ 
derstanding as that outlined by Mr. 
Tweedic. they had better join in the pro- I 
vincial concert. The Dominion has the 
machinery, the appliances and the power 
to enforce the fisheries laws. The pro¬
